ST. JAMES’S THEATRE. 

Dobler’s entertainment, which closed on Monday evening, was one of 
the most amusing and curious that London presents. Herr Dobler is 
truly the prince of conjurors. Since the days of Count Cagliostro, such 
wonderful examples of escamotage as those now exhibited at St. James’s 
Theatre have never been witnessed. Dobler has this superiority over 
the celebrated sorcerer of the last century, inasmnch as Cagliostro’s ob- 
ject was to deceive and mislead mankind, by laying claim tothe aid of 
supernatural agency, while the German conjuror declares himself to be 
only the worker of natural magic. The following is a translation of 
Herr Dobler’s Farewell Address, printed copies of which were distri- 
buted all over the Theatre, upon the report of a pistol which the great 
magician fired at the ceiling :

Dear Mr. Eprror,—Just wish to say a word—beg pardon, hope I don’t intrude 
—but will youexcuse me—I have to mention that I’ve arranged so as to rub 
shoulders with my friends and the fashionable world at one or other of the Grand 
Lounges about town :— 

_Monday, paid another visit to the Tuames TuNnNEL, which is now completed, 
and is 1,200 feet in length. On Monday, the Ist of August the entrance will be 
on the Middlesex side, close to the Tunnel Pier at Wapping, when the entrance 
to Rotherhithe will be closed, in order to finish a newStairease ; on the completion 
of which the Tunnel will be opened as a thoroughfare for foot Passengers. 

Wednesday, call at 21, Old Bond Street, to hear the extraordinary novelty, 
The Rock Hurmonicon, which produces tones of the richest and sweet st harmony, 
wholly produced from fragments found among the Rocks of the majestic Skiddaw, 
in Cumberland. It extends to a compass of five octaves and a half, accompanied 
with all the additional semitones. This extraordinary instrument is the invention 

f Mr. Joseph Richardson, and his three sons perform on it, daily, from 10 o’clock 
until Dusk. The variety of tunes they execute are really endless. 

Afterwards visit the Chinese Collection, St. George’s Place, Hyde Park Corner. 
It consists of objects exclusively Chinese, comprising’ upwards of 50 figures as 
‘arge as life, in their native costume, from the highest mandarin to the mechanic ; 
and replete with articles illustrative of their manufactures, habits, and domestic 
arrangements.— This exhibition is well worthy of inspection.
